Not Novelties 


Bui employment insurance arid old 


age pensions arc not new. England, 
Germany and many other countries 
have been operating them for a num1,- 
ber of years. An immense body of 
knowledge was accumulated in 1934 
when the government sat down to tiie 
job of forming a plan for America. 


Moreover, there were in the country 


a number of men who had spent their 
lives studying the subject. Old ago 
pension laws had been adopted in sev- 
eral stales and olhcr forms of social 
security were in existence. The busi- 
ness of insurance finance is a study 
which claims a large number of 
ports. But there were experts who 
knew whatever was to be known about 
these matters. 


One of the strange episodes of these 


years is thai a group of statesmen 
would undertake to set up a social se- 
curity plan and deliberately exclude 
from their deliberations nearly all the 
'm'en who realy knew about the subject. 


Those who knew had to be conlcnl 


to remain on Die outside and point out 
the mistakes that were being made 
And now, singularly, every prediction 
of trouble has been abundantly ful- 
filled. 


Good Ideas Scrapped 


A few experts" on insurance finance 


wore called in. But the recommenda- 
tions they made were thrown into the 
wnstebaskct in favor of 
proposals 


which came from men who had never 
thought about social security in their 
lives. 


But this all has happened. The 


thing to do now is to undo what ha.s 
been done as far ns possible and recas 
the system. That is a job for Con- 
gress. Congress should now do wha 
the President refused to do. 


It should refuse to be stampedec 


into hasty, ill-considered and uiiin 
formed action on this act. It shoulc 
call in the ablest authorities on socia 
security and unemployment and ok 
age financing and, at least, learn wha 
those men have taken a lifeti'rrte to 
learn. This is too important and to 
valuable a reform to be made the fool 
ball of politics as it has been up to now

LITTLE ROCK— A bill to abolish the 


much-criticized 
system 
of 
leasing 


county or city misdemeanor pris- 
oners to private industry was intro- 
duced in the house by Representative 
Keeling Anthony of Jefferson coun- 
ty Friday. 


The measure provides that any coun- 


ty, city or town may work its misde- 
meanor prisoners on its own county 
farm or on public works within the 
county or may contract with another 
county, city or town for maintenance, 
safekeeping and working of prison- 
ers. 


The bill provides a fine of from $100 


to' 55,000 and imprisonment up to 90 
days for any county judge, mayor of 
any city or incorporated town, or any 
person, firm or corporation convicted 
of violating its provisions. 


An emergency clause attached to 


the bill said: 


'It is determined by the General 


Assembly that many counties, cities 
and towns in the state of Arkansas do 
not have facilities for the safekeeping 
of prisoners convicted of misdemeanor 
cases and Dial many prisoners convict- 
ed of misdemeanor cases are now 
abused because of being leased into 
private industry." 


Passage of such a bill was recom- 


mended by Governor Bailey in his in- 
augural address last week. Referring 
to the system of private leasing of mis- 
demeanor prisoners, the governor said: 


"There is one policy which is more 


abhorrent than maudlin sentiment in 
dealing with crime and criminals and 
that policy is vindictive cruelty. The 
present petty fee system in regard to 
misdemeanors is productive of vindic- 
tive cruelty. The centerpiece of this 
system is tlic privately owned prison 
farms lo which misdemeanor prisoners 
are leased. This practice should be 
outlawed."

Science of Happy Marriage Should 
Bo Required High School Subject 


There has been a lot of talk about 


college marriage courses—and a lot of 
speculating about how much good they' 
will do. 


Granted they are a move in the 


right direction—it will be a long time 
Before they can do any widespread 
good, because less than twenty per 
cent of the hig hschool graduates of 
this-country are lucky enough to get 
to college. 


Meanwhile, the great majority of 


young people is missing any kind 
of training for marriage at all. It 
might be a good idea to put marriage 
courses in the high schools—and take 
up only '.'advanced problems" in col- 
lege courses. 


If the high schools do undertake to 


prepare their students for marriage, 
they ought to make their courses a 
little broader than 'those in the col- 
leges where most of the emphasis has 
been placed on the husband-wife re- 
lationship. 


Classes in which the girls learn to 


sew (well enough, at least, to make 
curtains and slip) covers and to plan 
and cook whole meals by themselves 


and get some idea of (he way to 
make o home comfortable and attrac- 
tive ought to be required, 


Geometry and trigonometry are fine 


subjects to study, if a girl has time 
for them, but the average girt who 
is going to turn into the average wife 
in five years or less needs to be a 
homemaker more than she needs to 
be n miifhematician. 


Everything s boy learns that fits him 


to earn a living is really marriage 
training, for his leading role in mar- 
riage is that of wage-earner. 


Both ought to have a course in man- 


ners—where they can get rid of some 
of their social insecurity— and learn 
the courtesies each has the right to 
expect of the other. 


No one course can possibly give boys 


and girls a good foundation for mar- 
riage, but co-related courses could 
do the job. And high school seems to 
be the logical place to try out the 
scheme,
